ORAN, 'Algeria (AP) — The 


French government today report- 
ed1, its1 bigge'st slicce'sB to date in' 
its war against the Secret Army 
Organization—the!-capture' of for- 
mer Gen. Edmond Jouhaud, one 
of the top leaders of the European 
underground in Algeria. 


A French spokesman announced 


• that Jouhaud and his staff were 


captured -during a 10-hour battle 
that, raged through the heart of 
Oran, Algeria's second city in 
western Algeria. 


'Secret army commandos tried 


to 'rescue Jouhaud, their com- 
mander 
in western Algeria, but 


were driven off. 


Jouhaud and four others, includ- 


ing a woman, were flown 
to 


Paris today and locked up in 
Sante Prison. Jouhaud, alo.ng with 
ex-Gen. Raoul Salan and other 
fugitive ' leaders of the abortive 
general's revolt in Algiers last 
April, is under a death sentence 
for that defiance of 
President 


Charles de Gaulle's government. 


A French spokesman in Algiers 


said Jouhaud and his staff were 
trapped 
in a building on the 


waterfront that had been under 
surveillance for some time. 


The captives were transferred- 


to a gendarmerie barracks. Min- 
utes later a -strong secret- army,

attacked • the 


barracks. The French forces re- 
pelled the attack. 


Officials said Jouhaud was ar- 


rested Sunday about 4 p.m. It 
was not until about 10:30 p.m. that 
the police realized how big a 
catch they had made and his 
identification verified.

U. S. Court Rules Voters in 
City Entitled to Hearing 
on Redistricting System 


Alford Files 
for Governor 
of Arkansas 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 
The' 


Supreme Court held today that 
city voters who contend they do 
not have fair representation in 
state Igislaturcs are entitled to 
a hearing in federal courts. 


Justice William J. Brcnnan Jr., 


speaking for the high tribunal in 
a case from Tennessee, said a 
special federal court in Nashville 
should hear a complaint that a 
minority of rural voters in that 
state elect and control a majority 
of the state's legislators. 


The issue, however, extends far 


beyond single state interest. In 
numerous other states, there arc 
situations which city voters con- 
tend are similar — a pattern of 
rural voters controlling the legis- 
lature's makeup. 


The complaint in Tennessee was 


brought by metropolitan area vot- 
ers who said they have been dis- 
criminated against by refusal of 
entrenched rural legislators to re- 
apportion election districts in line 
with the boom in city population 
and dwindling farm population.

Gromyko and 
Rusk Talk 
About Berlin

GENEVA (AP)—U.S. Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk conferred, tor 
day with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko in another at- 
tempt to keep the; East-West dis- 
agreement on Berlin from deep- 
ening. 


Their conference, in the privacy, 


of the Soviet villa, took place 
on the eve of Rusk's scheduled re- 
turn to Washington. 


It occurred in an atmosphere of 


deadlock. The only known new 
proposal before them was Gromy- 
ko's plan for a vague internation- 
al watch on the land, air arid 
wfe'tar corridor^ linking isolated 
West Berlin with West Germany,! 
110 miles away. 


In its present form that propo- 


sal is completely unacceptable to 
Rusk. 


The Russian plan presupposes 


that 
American, 
British 
and 


French garrisons 
will have to 


leave Berlin. It gives day-to-day 
control over the access routes to 
the East Germans, with an in- 
ternational body acting only in an 
advisory capacity. And it would 
crowd the Western powers into 
the position of recognizing the 
Communist East German regime. 


Yet seen from another angle, 


the Gromyko proposal at least, 
gave the two ministers a new, 
point of departure, in their; con- 
versations after more than two 
weeks of disagreement, not only 
on Berlin but on the questions of 
general disarmament and suspen- 
sion of nuclear weapons tests. 


The 17-nation disarmament con- 


ference, meanwhile, was called 
off for the day because of the 
death of a U,N. official, prevent- 
ng Rusk fro m making a final 
lersonal appeal for agreement on 
imited arms accords.
